This is the conclusion 
drawn front a decision of the Wiscon­ 
sin Tax commission which was sent 
to E. M. Wing, cashier of the Batav­ 
ian National Bank today in answer to 
a request for information recently 
sent to the commission. 
The statement of the commission 
is given in full as follows: 
“ In the. judgment of the State Tax 
Commission National banks are not 
subject to the state income tax, and 
such banks will therefore not be call­ 
ed upon to make returns of their in­ 
come. 
“ Section 
10 S 7 -10. 3. of Chapter 
658, laws of 1911, provides, howev­ 
er, that ‘every 
corporation, 
joint 
stock company or association, wheth­ 
er taxable under this act or not, shall 
furnish to the tax commission a true 
and accurate statement at such time, 
in such manner and 
form setting 
forth such facts as said commission 
shall deem necessary to enforce the 
provisions of this act.’ 
“ In accordance with this provision 
of the law we have to request that 
you will fill out. on form No. 9 here­ 
with the names and addresses of of­ 
ficers and employees of your bank 
who received in the year 1911 salar­ 
ies or wages which amounted to more 
than $700 and the Amount paid to 
each, and on form No. IO the names 
and addresses of your stockholders 
to whom dividends were paid during 
the year 1911, and the amount paid 
to each. 
These lists, however, need 
not include persons who are not res­ 
idents of the state.

WASHINGTON. March 1 5 — While 
the efforts of the United States Bu­ 
reau of Mines are being mainly di­ 
rected toward a prevention of the 
accidents in coal mines that are re­ 
sulting in such a large death roll 
each year, the e x e r t s of the bureau 
are not neglecting the rescue work j 
which is necessary following a dis­ 
aster. 
The bureau has seven mine 
safety cars and six stations in the 
various coal fields 
with practical 
miners trained in rescue work, rea- | 
dv at a moment’s notice to respond 
to the call for assistance. Since the 
bureau was organized, a year and a 
half ago, its rescuers have been in­ 
st rumental in saving more than for­ 
ty lives of miners. Still more im­ 
portant, the bureau has introduced 
in the coal mines a new system of 
rescue work which has at last put 
a stop to the killing of volunteer 
rescuers. 
The heroes who died 
in 
the past while endeavoring to save 
the lives of entombed miners num­ 
ber in the hundreds. 
Two Rescuers Hie 
As every great movement has its 
martyrs, the Bureau of Mines res­ 
cue work seems to be no exception 
Two trained rescuers have already 
given up their lives in this cause, 
one at the Pancoast disaster, Throop, 
Pa., one year ago, and the other at 
Cherry Valley, Pa, a few weeks ago. 
At the most recent mine disaster, 
at Briceville, 
Teun., a few 
weeks 
ago, the bureau s rescuers brought 
five men to the surface alive and 
succeeded in preventing the death of 
any of the volunteer rescuers. In 
discussing the rescue work of the 
bureau, Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, the 
director, said today, ‘ I am glad that 
not a man was lost 
in the rescue 
work at Briceville. And I may add 
that I have never anywhere seen a 
more orderly and well directed res­ 
cue work than that at Briceville; 
nor a better class of miners. 
The 
equipment of the Bureau of Mines 
and the number of men trained in 
the use of the helmet was entirely 
inadequate, and as a result the pro­ 
gress was unfortunately slow. But a 
few* lives were saved; none of the 
rescuers were lost. 
The experience 
gained will be most helpful in fu­ 
ture work. 
“ At the Hanna mine in Wyoming, 
a few years ago, some forty r o u t ­ 
ers rushed into a mine in the hope of 
rescuing fifteen 
or sixteen miners 
who had been caught in an explosion, 
and ail of the forty rescuers were 
killed. 
It is to be hoped that such 
an experience will never be repeat­ 
ed in the history of American res­ 
cue work. 
American miners of to­ 
day are just as brave as those in 
any other country, or those of 
any 
other time, but th ey are learning by 
experience that there is nothing to 
be gained by rashness in mine res­ 
cue work. 


N eed M ore M en 


“ The number of men trained and 
supplied with modern rescue equip­ 
ment should be rapidly and greatly 
increased in every 
important coal 
field. 
Within a few years more it is 
hoped that this system will be car­ 
ried forward to sinh an extent that 
in the case of such a disaster as that 
at Briceville, and within a few hours 
after a disaster, there can be assem­ 
bled from fifty to one hundred men 
well trained and fully equipped with 
special breathing apparatus, and al­ 
so fairly familiar with the immedi­ 
ate mining district. 
“ But miners are now coming 
to 
understand that efforts will be m ade 
to rescue them and they will more 
and more try to protect themselves 
behind temporary barricades. Mater­ 
ials suitable for 
stmh 
barricades 
should be kept in the mines. Some 
day we may have a breathing ap­ 
paratus so small and so cheap that 
every miner may have one of h s 
own to keep in the mine, so that 
he can walk out through the pois­ 
onous gases whenever necessary.’*
